ORDINANCE NO. 92-34 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 87-15, AS 
AMENDED AND AS RESTATED IN PALM BEACH 
COUNTY UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT CODE, 
ARTICLES 4.(C)1 AND 14.(C)3; PROVIDING 
FOR CODE ENFORCEMENT BOARD MEMBERSHIP OF 
SEVEN WITH TWO ALTERNATES; PROVIDING FOR 
LIENS TO BE FORECLOSED AFTER THREE MONTHS 
FROM THE FILING OF SUCH LIENS; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING 
FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION 
INTO THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 162, Florida Statutes, permits 
local governing bodies to create local Code Enforcement 
Boards; and 

WHEREAS, the creation of a Code Enforcement Board 
will provide an administrative board to provide an equitable, 
expeditious, effective and inexpensive method of enforcing the 
codes and ordinances of Palm Beach County, which have no 
criminal penalty; and 

WHEREAS, a Code Enforcement Board will promote, 
protect, and improve the health, safety and welfare of the 
citizens of Palm Beach County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF 
COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
Ordinance No. 87-15 shall be amended as follows: 

Section 1. Article 4.14(C) of the Unified Land Development 
Code is amended as follows: 
C; Board Membership 
1. Qualifications. Members of the eae 42 
Enforcement Board shall be qualified electors of Palm : a 
County. No member of the Board of County Commissioners, 
County employee including a Board of County Commission 
shall serve on the Code Enforcement Board. The Ci: 
Enforcement Board shall be composed of £#+ve—{5} seven (`) 
members and two (2) alternates. The membership of the Code 
Enforcement Board shall, to the maximum extent possible, 


include an architect, a business person, an engineer, a 
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general contractor, a landscape architect, a subcontractor, a 
planner, a realtor, and an attorney. 

Article 14.(C) of the Unified Land Development Code is amended 
as follows: 

3. After six—{6} three (3) months from the filing 
of any such lien which remains unpaid, the County may 
foreclose the lien in the same manner as mortgage liens are 
foreclosed. Such lien shall be superior to all other liens 
except liens for taxes, and shall bear interest at the rate of 
ten percent (10%) per annum from the date recorded. No lien 
created pursuant to the provisions of this ordinance may be 
foreclosed on real property which is a homestead under Article 


X, Section 4, of the Florida Constitution. 


Section 2. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT: 
All local laws and ordinances applying to the 


unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any 


provision of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. ILITY 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, 
or word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court 
to be unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding 


shall not affect the remainder of this ordinance. 


Section 4. ON IN THE CO R CES: 
The provision of this ordinance shall become and be 
made a part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach 
County, Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be 
renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the word 
"ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any 


other appropriate word. 
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section 5. EFFECTIVE DATE: 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become 


effective upon receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of 





State.
